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cipal streets of Windsor, and situated at the 
bottom is to be found the fine Jubilee Statue of 
the late Queen Victoria, which was executed by 
Boehm, and on the left-hand side is to be found 
the Guildhall, which was started to be built in the 
year 1686 by Sir Thomas Fitz, and finished by 
Sir Christopher Wren. 
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
